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Rule Against So. Corolina Foreign Truck License Law 


Find No Penalty 
In Code for Failing 
To Acquire Plates 


SPARTANBURG, Ss. C., July 8. 

—Judge Thomas S. Sease of 
Spartanburg has handed down 
the following opinion in reference 
to the testing out of the South 
Carolina motor vehicle license 
law, requiring out-of-state trucks 
and vehilcles doing business in this 
state to procure licénses from the 
South Carolina Highway Commis- 
sion in addition to licenses from 
their home states:— 

“IT am of the opinion that there 
is no statute in South Carolina pro- 
viding for a license tax on non- 
resident commercial vehicles, and 
even if there is, that there is no 
criminal statute mak.og it an of- 
fense for failure to prccure such a 
license.” 

The Spartanburg 
granted the petition 
(N. C.). contractor for a temporary 
injunction restraining South Caro- 
lina license authorities from inter- 
fering with or arresting any drivers 
of trucks of the Ray Contracting 
Company of Charlotte, traces the 
situation made rather complicated 
by the 1929 Legislature, by pointing 
out that the act of 1929, which was 
meant to place a license tax on 
‘foreign” trucks, actually repealed 
section 3059 of the 1922 code. “The 
violation of the civil code consti- 
tuted an offense before its repeal.” 

In other words, the 1929 South 
Carolina general assembly killed out 
the part of the law that placed a 

penalty on mnon-purchase of a 
icense, not only for non-resident 
truck drivers, but for all residents 
of the state as well, although Judge 
Sease does not say so in his ruling, 
but sticks to the lone case in equity 
court. 

It may be against the law not to 
have a license plate on a motor ve- 
hicle in this state, but even if it is, 
there is no penalty clause left in the 
statutes, due to action by the recent 
Legislature.

As a matter of fact the first tentative steps have already 
been made in this mass building produetion. Large concerns 
new specialize in selling houses already cut for the car- 
penters to work on, but these buildings are in the main, of 
ithe smaller type. We do not know of any firm that sells 
ready to “wear” office buildings or factory designs. 

Mr. Filene pictured the building of the future as being 
fabricated at a central plant of a huge construction company 
in standardized shapes and sizes. The construction company 
will control the entire process from raw materials to finished 
building. The building will be erected by the company at its 
appointed site, using the maximum of machine processes and 
eliminating waste and delays in erection. 

We can easily give credence to Mr. Filenes’ picture 
of building by mass production. In fact this industry is 
one that will lend itself easily to such operations. We can 
believe that factory and business places of other kinds, 
garages, for instance, would lend themselves readily to 
mass production. 


Trade Association Growth 


ROWTH of the co-operative idea in the American manu-| 


facturing field is strikingly shown by a recent list of 
trade associations issued by the Department of Commerce. 
This compilation shows that there are now more than 13,000 
commercial and industrial organizations operating through- 
out the country. Back in 1912 when the first list of this 
kind was compiled there were only 3,200 trade associations 
in being. 

In the list there are some association names that will 
bring a smile, as for instance, the Minced Razor Clam Pack- 
ers’ Association, which has eight members. The Baby Chick 
Association has 400 members. 

Some old friends are to be found in the list, as for in- 
stance, the American Bicycle Manufacturers’ Association, 
which has a present membership of six and the United Petti- 
ccat League which has twenty. That twenty, one might 
almost take it, is the number of customers that the industry 
enjoys in this era of freedom. We miss the Corset Makers’ 
Association. Can it be that this once powerful body has 
perished of innocuous desuetude? 


Co-ordinating Mail Service 
H.-FRANKLIN made a suggestion the other day that

To get at this business of cataloging the expe- 
riences of life is exceedingly difficult but rather 
alluring.
